,V  PARIS,  Dec.  2i.r—An  international  organisation  has  been  formed 
lo  aecure  uniformity  af  principles  respecting  a  league  of  nations  for 
presentation  to  the  peace  congress. 

This  action  follows  Premier  Clemenceau's  recent  suggestion  to 
Leon  Bourgeois  and  Baron  d'Bstoumelles  de' Constant  that  the  advo- 
cates of  a  league  of  nations  should  reconcile  their  differences  tod 
present  a  common  froht  before  the  peace  congress. 

Ao  international  bureau  accordingly  has  been  established,  witfi 
offices  in  the  Boulevard  St.  Germain,  tor  the  pxirpose  of  reaching  an 
accord  between  the  British,  French,  American,  Italian  and  all  other 
national  organizations  supporting  the  league. 

It  is  said  three  separate  Ei^^lish  societii|i.wUl  be  concentrated 
under  the  presidency  of  ViscoimtrQrey.  *      -^     •• 

Three  Italian  societies,  at  Rome,  Milan  and  Turing  wiH  be 
similarly  concentrated.  ^ 

The  initial  meeting  held  last  night  was  for  the  purpose  of  arrang- 
ing plans  for  the  harmonizjng  of  viewpoints  into  one  joint  declaration 
of  principles.  A  telegram  alr^dy  has  been  forwarded  to  the  Amieri- 
can  and  British  societies  with  the  pocpose  of  estabIishio||;'a  common

M.  Bourgeois  said  the  difficultf(^  if  fRe  meeting  largely  were  in 
details  and  that  they  would  be  reconciled  little  by  little,  until  the 
influence  of  the  sessions  became  world-wide  as  regard*  *  joint  dec- 
laration before  the  peace  conference. 

It  is  understood  the  representatives  of  all  nations  haye  virtually 
agreed  on  the  principles  of  compulsory  arbitration  and  the  limitation 
of  armaments  and  that  the  chief  differences  requiring  reconciliation 
are  the  economic  penalties  to  be  enforced  against  nations  making' war 
and  whether  the  maintenance  of  peace  shall  be  enforced  by  military 
measures.  These  latter  points  are  the  main  ones  on  which  the  inter- 
national organizations  are  now  endeavoring  to  establish  a  common 
ground.

"This  :  kind  of 
business  has  been  practically  dead 
since  the  old  Ali>lon  Iron  Works  went 
out  of  existence  years  ago,  but  we  are

The  engines  will  be  of  the  triple  ex- 
pansion direct  action  type,  each  cap- 
able of  developing  660  horse-power. 
To  turn  them  out  within  the  time 
specified  the  Bay  Street  plant  will 
operate  all  day  and  all  night  with 
three  shifts — fifty  men  to  a  shift  In 
addition  to  the  engine  orders,  the 
Foundation  Company  has  promised 
Hutchison  Bros,  nuffldeat  buslneaa  in 
the  way  of  building  and  installing 
deck  equipment,  castings  and  other 
details  to  keep  the  plant  rtginhig  at 
full  capacity  while  the  present  wood- 
en shipbuilding  programme  Is  in  pro- 
gress. 

Hutchison  Bros,  have .  taken  over 
the  saah  and  door  factory  operated 
formerly  by  Cousins  Bros,  on  Oarlially 
Read,  and  it  is  there  that  work  on  the 
patterns  for  mouldings  will  be  rush- 
ed.

Olbboaa  in  a  statement  today  aald  he 
had  no  fear  that  ,  Seclallam  would 
come  to  he  dreaded  In  the  period  of 
reoonatructlon,  and  that  the  good 
aense  of  the  Amerlean  people  would 
check  any  Soolallatlo  uplMavaL 

He  said  In  part:  "I  earnestly  hope 
that  peace  haa  come  to  atay.  that  we 
Will  know  no  more  war.  and  that  la 
our  day,  and  for  all  future  genera^ 
tlons.  disputea  between  peoplea  will 
be  settled  aot  by  the  sword,  bat  by 
the  voice  and  pen  of  conciliation. 
#hich  are  mightier  than  the  sword. 

"Aa  for  tha  outcome  of  the  nego- 
tiatlona  now  about  to  begia  In  Paria, 
it  Is  hard  to  expreas  an  opinion.  We 
can  only  hope  that  they  will  be  di- 
rected by  wisdom  and  Justice,  and 
that  selfishness  may  be  subordinated. 
Nations  are  like  men;  they  are  self- 
ish, and  they  of  times  let  their  own 
interests  blind  them  to  the  rights  of 
others  and  to  the  demands  of  fair 
dealing,  but  we  may  hope  that  In  the 
light  of  what  we  believe  Is  the  dawn- 
ing of  a  better  day  for  all  humanity, 
wise  counsel  and  Juatlce  and  fair  deal- 
ing may  prevail  over  the  InjLerests  of 
individual  nations;  and  that  tt>e  peace 
negotiatlona  may  be  ended  at  an 
early  day. 

"I  feel  po  anxiety  with  regaM  to 
the  future  of  our  own  country.  Muc^ 
concern  seems  to  he  felt  about  the 
labor  situation  throughout  the  coun- 
try, and  there  are  feara  aa  to  the 
outcome  of  the  readjustment  here.  I 
am  sure  the  working  people  of  the 
country  are  men  of  intelllgenoe  and 
common  sense.  They  know  full  well 
that  their  oondltlon  here  la  better 
than  men  In  almllar  atatlons  any- 
where else  In  the  world,  and  that  the 
disposition  of  those  who  employ  them 
Is  to  treat  them  Justly  and  generous- 
They  know  these  things,  and 
they  know  too  that  any  aoclal  up- 
heaval would  bear  more  heavily  upon 
them  than  upon  anyone  class,  and 
would  hurt  them  more  than  It  would 
hurt  any  one  class. 

"As  for  the  spread  of  Socialism  In 
America^  which  some  dread,  I  feel  no 
apprehension  whatever,  and  feel  there 
Is  no  reason  for  apprehension.  No 
man  or  aet  of  men  can  raise  a  atorm 
In  this  country  wlthoat  some  real 
grievances,  and  every  Socialist  In  the 
land,  down  In  his  heart,  knows  there 
Is  no  actual  grievance  that  would 
warrant  the  overturning  of  the  aoelat 
structure  and  the  ruin.  Industrial  and 
of  every  other  sort,  that  would  en- 
sue. 

"Fears  aa  to  the  labor  situation, 
fears  about  the  spread  of  Socialism 
and  kindred  doctrlnea  do  not  trouble 
ma.  The  only  apprehenaion  I  might 
have  would  be  with  regard  to  the 
eoaeoHdatloh  of^oentrol  of  the  great 
pabllo  Interesta  of  the  country  bi  the 
authority  of  the  Oovernmeat  Itaelf. 
Theae  Interests  are  vast  and  wide- 
reaching,  and  control  the  wellbalng 
of  milllona  of  men,  sueh  Intereata  as 
the  rallwaya  and  the  telegraphs  aa 
well  aa  others.  I  ahonld  be  aorry  to 
sea  theae  things  put  under  tha  dirae- 
tion  of  any  Federal  admlntstraUon, 
The  men  employed  In  theee  Induatriee 
and  utilities  would  form  the  prepon- 
derating  interests  In  any  administra- 
tion, and  would  tend  to  a  perpetua- 
tion of  power.  I  believe  In  a  division

In 
deciding  prooeediaga  brought  by  Brlk 
Sandborg  and  other  seamen  against

FORMING  PUNS

PARIS,  Deo.  24. — Prince  Oeorges 
Lvoff  and  Vlamidlr  KokovsofC.  both 
former  Russian  premiers,  are  among 
the  prominent  Russlana  who  have  ar- 
rived in  Paria  to  assist  the  move« 
ment  of  unifying  Russia  and  restor* 
Ing  order  there  with  Entente  aid. 
,Tha  Russlana  here,  repreaentlng  many 
:  parties,  have  apparently  reconolled 
their  political  dUtorencee  and  are 
working  toward  a  common  end. 

Neutrala  arriving  In  Paris  from 
Petrograd,  which  city  they  left  early 
In  December,  say  that  cond|tlona 
there  are  constantly  growing  worse 
and  that  the  position  of  the  foreigner* 
la  especially  hard  since  ^11  the  neutral 
legatlonfl  have  been  withdrawn.  Neu- 
tral caretakers  In  charge  of  embas- 
fllea  and  le^tlona  are  unable  to  ob- 
tain food,  and  probably  will  be  forced 
to  leave. 

Allied  Intervention  in  Russia  Is 
essential,  declares  V.  N. '  KokovsofC, 
formerly  Russian  Premier,  In  a  state- 
ment to  the  morning  newspapera  "A 
military  dictatomhip."  he  aaid,  "must 
be  established.  However  repugnant 
such  action  may  appear  to  the 
French,  a  military  dictatorship  alone 
can  put  an  end  to  the  present  an- 
archy and  permit  the  establishment 
of  new  healthy  and  honest  govern- 
ment. Should  the  Allies  not  inter- 
vene it  will  permit  the  Qermana  to 
strengthen  and  extend  their  grip  on 
Russia. 

"Will  the  AlUes  Intervene?  Frankly, 
I  hardly  think  so.  I  bring  from  Lion- 
don  rather  a  peseiniiatlc  Impression. 
In  that  capital  they  aspire,  above  all, 
to  complete  the  settlement  of  the 
cataclysm  which  upset  the  World  and 
seem  afraid  of  the  mere  idea  of  a 
rapproachmenC" 

Important  conferences  in  an  effort 
to  find  a  ground  for  co-operation  be- 
tween the  Allies  and  the  United  States 
on  the  one  hand,  and  the  patriotic 
elementa  in  Russia  on  the  other  were 
held  yesterday  at  the  Russian  Em- 
basy.  The  *Bntonte  Qovernmenta,  the 
press  accounts  declare,  are  In  ac- 
cord with  a  decision  to  refuse  to  un- 
dertake a  vast  military  expedition  in 
Russia.  It  is  considered  the  part  of 
Russia  herself  to  get  together  her 
orderly  elements,  which,  when  united, 
it  is  declared,  will  find  support  and

late  today.  Mr.  Hoover's  visit  waa  in 
oonneotlODv  with  the  great  problem  of 
provisioning  sections  of  Europe  where 
great  food  shortage  exists  or  is 
threatened. 

^uggestlona  that  relief  work  be 
placed  1q  the  Uhnds  of  an  internation- 
al committee  have  come  from  some 
Entente  Countries,  but  now  It  seems 
assured  that  the  plans  of  the  admin- 
istration will  be  adhered  to.  It  la 
probable  that  the  work  of  supplying 
food  will  be  retained  under  one  head 
In  the  interest  of  rapidity.  This 
head.  It  seems  certain,  will  be  Mr. 
Hoover,  who  haa  prepared>  tentative 
plans  for  extension  of  maohinery  he 
has  already  created.

Mr.  Hurley  talked  with  Mf.  Wilson 
on  shipping  subjects.  One  feature  of 
the  problem  under  consideration  Is 
the  application  of  the  French  Oovern- 
ment  for  permission  to  rehabilitate 
Ita  merchant  marine  through  the  use 
of  great  American  shipbuilding  plants 
which  were  developed  to  meet  war 
need*.  The  French  Qovernment  has 
already  reminded  Mr.  Wilson  that 
France  was  compelled  In  the  com- 
mon Interest  of  the  Entente  to  sus- 
pend the  construction  of  merchant 
ships,  turning  her  great  shipbuilding 
plants  into  munition  factories  to  sup- 
ply the  Entente  armies  with  artillery 
and  ammunition.

UNEMPLOYMENT 
FIGURES  GIVEN 


Ministers  Robertson  and  Mac- 
lean Refer  to  Statements 
Made  Concerning  Toronto — 
Correct  Misapprehensions. 
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STORE  CLOSED  TODAY  AND  THURSDAY 
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OTTAWA.  Dec.  24. — ^The  attention 
of  Hon.  O.  D.  Robertson,  Minister  of 
Labor,  waa  directed  today  to  a  dis- 
patch from  Toronto  In  which  it  waa 
stated  that  in  that  city  alone  there 
were  35.000  unemployed.  The  Min- 
ister immediately  turned  up  the  re- 
ports on  unemplojrment  received  by 
the  depiurtment,  which  showed  that 
on  December  19,  the  latest  date  on 
firms  reported  that  since  the  dat*  of 
the  armlstic*.  they  had  laid  off  I.B77 
men  and  2,472  women.  They  also  re- 
ported that  during  the  same  period 
they  had  engaged  1.83*  men  and  l.OtI 
women.  Therefore,  since  the  data  of 
the  armistice,  according  to  the  re- 
ports received,  4.171  employees  had 
been  laid  off.  There  were,  the  Min- 
ister stated,  abqpt  1,200  manufactur- 
ing firms  in  Toronto,  so  that  figuring 
on  the  basis  of  6.171  unemployed  for 
the  703  concerns  'reporting  the  de- 
crease In  employment  should  b«  cov- 
ered by  af  the  most  16,000  for  the 
whole  city. 

Toronto  and  Montreal,  the  Minister 
said,  were  particularly  hard  hit  be- 
cause of  the  closing  down  of  muni- 
tion's factoriaa.  The  flgurea  from  the 
whole  Dominion  showed  that  t.li4 
firms  reporting  gave  a  total  of  only 
7,0 OS  mor*  men  unemployed  than  waa 
the  case  at  the  date  of  the  signing  of 
the   armlstic*.

Headquarters  Removing  to 
Vancouver  —  Victoria  to 
Have  Sub- Depot  in  Charge 
of^ajor  F.  B.  Edwards. 


An  Important  move  la  on  tbe  eve 
Of  fulfliment  In  the  removal  firom 
Victoria  to  Vancouver  of  headquar- 
ters of  District  Depot  No.  11.  The 
miitter  has  been  under  consideration 
for  some  time,  and  In  military  cir- 
cles the  announcement  of  the  change 
will  not  come  as  news,  while  to  the 
public  at  large  the  advlaabAlty  of  the 
Step  win  at  once  be  apparent,  as  for 
some  time  past  men  whose  honiea 
are  on  the  Mainland  have  felt  the  In- 
convenience of  coming .  all  the  way 
down  from  Vancouver  to  Victoria  In 
order  to  get  their  discharge  from  the 
army.  The  new  conditions  will  en- 
tirely remove  this  dURoulty,  as  slmul- 
taneoualy  with  the  removal  of  the 
district  depot  headquarters  to  Van- 
couver there  will  be  created  a  sub- 
depot  in  Victoria  in  charge  of  Major 
F.  B.  Kdwards,  at  present  second  In 
command  under  Col.  J.  8.  Harvey.  O. 
0.  since  tbe  creation  of  the  unit  last 
March. 

This  move  Is  in  line  with  a  similar 
step  taken  some  time  ago  In  Military 
District  No.  10.  which  had  to  be  di- 
vided Ip  like  manner,  the  district 
dspot  headquarters  remalning^  at  Win- 
nipeg, and  a  sub-depot  being  eetab- 
lished  at  Port  Arthur  in  order  to  do 
away  with  the  necessity  of  men 
whose  homes  were  far  east  of  Win- 
nipeg having  to  travel  so  far  to  get 
their  discharge. 

Arrangements  for  the  change  are 
being  hurried  forward,  and  it  Is  the 
Intention  of  those  in  authority  to 
have  the  transfer  completed  by  Feb- 
ruary 1  at  the  lateet.  Col.  Harvey's 
headquarters  will  be  at  Ijlastlngs 
Park,  where  demobilization  is  taking 
place  and  buildings  are  already  avail- 
able which  may  be  adapted  to  the 
purposes  of  the  reorganised  system. 
With  tbe  exception  ^f  two  or  three 
of  the  officers  now  connected  with 
the  district  depot,  the  O.  C.  will  be 
accompanied  by  all  the|  heads  of  de- 
partments at  present  housed  In  the 
Central  Building,  and  a  census.  It  is 
understood.  Is  being  taken  of  the 
remainder  of  the  staff  right  down  to 
the  lowest  clerks  with  a  view  to 
learning  who  are  ready  and  willing 
to  make  the  transfer.

With  the  multiplication  of  offices 
there  will  be  no  change  whatever  In 
the  function  of  the  district  depot, 
which  will  carry  on  Its  usual  work 
as  In  the  itaat.  As  about  three-quar- 
ters of  the  men  In  British  Columbia 
enlisted  with  JiCaln  land  units,  the  re* 
moval  of  the  headquarteni  offices  of 
•the  district  depd't  to 'Hastings  Park 
should  mean '  a 'saving  of  76  per  cent 
In  -  the  traffic  of  returned  men  be- 
tween here  ahd  Vancouver,  In  addi- 
tion to  whloh  there  should  be  a 
great  lessening  of  the  nuniber  of  tripe 
which  officers  fvlll  have  to  make 
back  and  forth  between  the  two 
cities,  as  has  -  been  necessitated  In 
the  past. 

Dispersal  Stations 

Simultaneously  with  the  change 
above  noted  there  are  being  created 
three  dispersal  stations,  one  at  Van- 
couver, to  be  known  as  **r"  Dispersal 
Area,  with  a  sub-dispersal  station  at 
Revelstoke  for  men  whose  homes  are 
In  the  upper  country  and  who  through 
the  agency  of  this  aervlce  will  be  vble 
to  get  their  discharge  on  their  way 
through  -  from  overseas  without  hav- 
ing to  come  through  to  the  Coast  at 
all;  and  one  at  Victoria,  to  be  known 
as   "U"   Dispersal   Area. 

The  establishment  at  thee  dispersal 
stations  will  be  uniform  in  the  case  of 
"T"  and  "IT.**  with  an  officer  with  the 
rank  of  major  in  command;  an  offi- 
cer with  the  rank  of  captain  as  sec- 
ond in  command:  Information  and 
complaints  officer  with  rank  of  cap- 
tain; three  lleut^ants  for  general  du- 
ties; one  company  sergeant-major. 
one'C.Q.8.M.;  one  orderly  room  ser- 
geant; four  sergeants,  four  corporals, 
three  orderlies,  police,  clerks,  steno- 
graphers, etc.,  as  required. 

The  staff  of  the  sub-dispersal  sta- 
tion at  Revelstoke  will  be  on  the 
strength  of  the  district  depot,  and  the 
officer  commanding  the  district  depot 
will  be  responsible  for  seeing  that  de- 
mobilisation Is  carried  out,  the  disper- 
sal stations  to  be  responsible  to  him. 
nioaaanda  Coming 

Over  11,000  men  have  been  demob- 
ilsed  In  British  Columbia  already. 
Three  times  this  number  or  more  are 
Mil  to  be  demobilised,  and  once  the 
general  movement  of  troops  west- 
ward from  Europe  begins  big  num- 
bers wll  probably  have  to  be  handled 
with  great  despatch.  The  system  haa 
all  been  carefully  worked  out.  and  It 
!■  estimated  that  by  the  methodical 
routine  outlined,  and  which.  It  is  un- 
derstood, will  be  adopted  uniformly 
across  Canada,  the  men  can  be  demo- 
bilised at  the  *«te  of  seven  hundred 
In  twenty-four  hours. 

Barracks  wil  be  part  of  the  neces- 
sary building  establishment  at  the  dis- 
persal stations,  and  the  big  exhibition 
building  at  the  Willows  Camp  will 
serve  In  Vltcoria  the  same  purpose 
which  the  exhlblUon  building  at  Has- 
tings Park  will  serve  In  this  capacity 
In  Vancouver,  vis.,  the  purpoee  of  a 
"dispersal"  office,  through  which  the 
men  will  pees  in  order  to  change 
from  soldiers  into  .free  dtlsens  O0ce 
more.

Pte.  Q.  A.  byson,  son  of  Mr.  and 
Mra  G.  A.  Dyson,  42S  Walton  Street, 
has  arrived  home  Just  In  time  for 
Christmas  with  his  relatives  here, 
after  almost  three  years  overseas, 
and  the  family's  rejoicing  is  the 
greater  by  re«uion  of  the  tact  that 
an  older  brother  came  down  from 
Alberta  the  following  day.  accom- 
panied by  his  wife,  to  spend  the 
holiday  season  with  his  people  In 
Victoria.

NurS»  Thomas  went  away 
from  Victoria  In  the  latter  part,  of 
the  Summer  of  1915  with  this  same 
nursing  unit,  and  In  a  letter  to  a 
friend  here  under  date  of  December 
2  this  year  says: 

"Germany  deserves  the  very  worst 
that  mankind  could  wish  or  think. 
Her  barbarity  is  only  what  yoo 
might  expect  from  a  wild  nation. 

"It's  a  very  pathetic  picture  to  see 
the  prisoners  coming  home,  some 
with  their  foreheads  branded  with 
'Gott  Strafe  England,"  and  others  In 
worse  condition,  and  the  feeling  over 
here  at  present  Is  very  bitter  against 
the  boche  prisoners  being  treated  so 
well." 


BACK  FROM  OVERSEAS 


Lieut.-Col.  David  Oonald  Re- 
turns to  City  With  Family 
After  Four  Years'  Absence 
in  Military  Capacity.

liieut.-Col.  David  Donald,  before  the 
war  one  of  the  best-known  members 
of  the  medical  profession  in  tbe  city, 
has  returned  to  Victoria  with  Mrs. 
Donald  and  hia  daughter  Jean,  and  all 
are  being  welcomed  back  by  numerous 
friends,  who  have  constantly  looked 
forward  to  the  time  when  they  would 
come  back  to  Vancouver  Island  to  make 
their  home.  This  they  are  likely  to  do 
for  a  time  at  least,  as  Dr.  Donald  has 
been  placed  on  duty  herf. 

It  was  In  August,  19l4,  that  Colonel 
Donald,  then  Major  Donald,  left  Vic- 
toria with  the  50th  Gordon  Highland- 
ers as  medical  officer.

Mr.  A.  W.  McCurdy  l^eturns  to 
Victoria  After  Patenting 
Two  Photographic  Devices 
iand  New  Auger  Bit.  VV- 


Mr.  A.  W.  MeC^>u^dy,  who  has  been  la 
■astern  Canada  and  tbe  United  SUtea 
for  the  paat  fifteen  moatha,  haa  re- 
turned home  In  time  to  apend  Chriat- 
mas  with  hto  wife  and  three  children 
at  Beaulipalt  with  a  aente  of  things  ac- 
oompllahed  which  helpa  to  oompenaate 
for  hia  long  abgeace  from  hla  family 
and  rrienda 

Bvery  atudent  of  photography  la 
familiar  wtUi  aome  of  the  improve- 
meata  brot^t  out  yeara  ago  by  Mr. 
MoOurdy.  who  la  the  early  alnetlee 
evolved  a  selentlflo  system  for  auto- 
Buitlo  develQpraeat  of  photographic 
platea  and  Blma.  hla  reeearchea  reault- 
lag  In  the  introduction  by  the  Eaat- 
maa  Kodak  Company  in  1903  of  the 
"Kodak'*  developing  machtae.  Biaoe 
h«  left  Victoria  a  little  more  than  a 
year  ago  he  haa  made  further  laven- 
tlons  In  oonaeotlon  with  photography 
which  seem  deetiaed  to  revolutlonlae 
the  Industry  both  from  the  oommerolal 
aad  soieatlfio  aipect.  The  formal 
statemeat  of  thase  Inventions  Is  set 
forth  la  the  apeolfleatlona  of  lettera  pa- 
tent, both  patenta  being  passed  on 
Apm  i  this  year. 

The  Invention  pertains  to  photo- 
graphic roU  films,  film  packs  and  mov- 
ing picture  films,  and  its  purpose  to  to 
protect  Ihe  film  against  injury  through 
staining,  aoratchlng;  etc,  by  rendering 
It  Incapable  of  abeorblag  deletertoua 
mattera  or  of  being  eaaily  aeratohed  or 
marred  through  friotlan  or  contact  with 
other  bodies:  the  other  invention  re- 
lates to  photographic  film  oartrldges. 
aad  haa  for  ita  object  the  hermetic 
sealing  thereof,  whersfby  the  films  may 
be  kept  unimpaired  tor  an  mdefinte 
period  and  nader  varying  meterologlcal 
oonditlone. 

Mr.  MeCurdy  foand  during  his  re- 
■eareh  work  that  the  commercial 
•photographle  films  on  the  maricet.  be- 
ing coaud  on  the  back  with  gelatine 
to  prevent  them  curling,  were  subjeet 
to  abrasion,  aeneitlve  to  tnottitare  aad 
to  flavor  marks,  duAt.  etc.  lV>r  some 
time  he  worked  vatll  he  found  a  form- 
ula controlling  a  cellulose  derivative 
which,  when  applied  to  the  gelatine 
back  of  the  film,  solldlfled,  became 
waterproof,  and  to  all  pjraetloal  enda 
enabled  the  worker  to  treat  the  back 
of  the  pbotogre^hio  film  aa  If  It  were 
the  back  of  a  photographlo^glaaa  ^ta. 
Thto  sohitloa  waa  celluloid  altratot  of 
which  the  oeatre  part  of  all  oomaaer- 
oUl  fluaa  to  made.  Bventually  the  In- 
vention waa  wo;rked  out  to  atake  pro- 
vlaloa  for  the  coating  of  'the  paper  with 
thto  formula  of  eeiluloae  akrate  so 
that  It  waa  waterproof  on  both  aldea. 
aad  the  face  of  the  film  remaiaa  \mlm- 
palred  even  If  it  stands  In  water  for 
tweaty-foar  hours  or  hmger. 

The  aeeoad  laveattoa.  for  the  her<- 
metlo  sealing  of  film  cartridges,  oom- 
pietbd  the  step  In  making  theoi  Imper- 
vleua  to  atmoaphere^  a  thlag  which 
makes  the  disoovfry  of  infinlta  value 
to  «fav«liem  and  eaploreta  who  have  to 
take  auoh  great  preeautioaa  at  the 
present  time  under  the  old  conditions 
to  iM^tect  their  photographic  platee 
aad  films  from  injury  or  exposure. 

A  third  inveatlon.  which  will  be  of 
infinite  interest  to  earpanters,  ship- 
wrights. etOi,  to  an  aa«ar  bit.  Mr.  Me- 
Curdy's  son  la  eoaaeeted  with  oae  of 
the  bUr  airplane  faetoriea  la  Toroato. 
and  by  chance  one  evening  remarked 
that  in  the  manufacture  of  aeroplane 
wing  surfaoee  many  pleoee  of  pine  and 
apruee  boards  of  one-quarter  inch 
thickness  were  required  to  be  drilled, 
but  that  the  auger  bit  then  in  use 
would  never  (IrlU  more  than  one  thlek- 
nees  at  a  tiOM.  Mr.  MoCurdy*B  Inven- 
tive mind  immedtotely  foaad  a  prob- 
lem of  tntereet,  and  he  promptly  eet 
about  the  invention  of  an  aagar  which 
would  meet  the  requlremeato.  laol- 
deaatlly  hto  research  resulted  in  an 
auger  which  far  surpasses  la  spoed.

Since  the  (round 
lUh  Industry  was  Inaugurated  last 
yaar  thar*  has  been  a  gradually  In- 
creaslns  market,  especially  In  the 
large  Elastern  cities,  with  the  result 
that  the  steamer  James  Carruthers, 
the  first  vessel  to  be  utilized  here  as  a

Trawling  is  comparatively  new  on 
the  northern  banks,  but  the  Industry

Before  trawl- 
ing was  undertaken  vast  quantities  of

poetical  expression,  •"Going  West." 

"One  of  them  remarked  that  beyond  a ' 
haxy  belief  that  it  came  from  India,  he 
had  not  been  able  to  ascertain  any 
actual  Information. 

The  4dea  comes  not  from  India,  but 
from  Egypt,  that  land  of  mysterious 
symbolism.  -Amenti,"  the  Egyptian 
word  for  the  "Nether  world,"  signifies 
"The  West,"  or  the  Kingdom  of  Death." 

The  great  god  "Ra"  was  the  central 
figure  of  the  sun  worship  of  the  Egypt- 
ians and  fundamentally  theebasis  of 
their  religion.  He  was  the  "God  of 
Light."  who  controls  and  governs  the 
earth,  und  Osiris.  "[Tbe  Soul  of  Ra," 
rules  the  spiritual  worid.  He  wanders 
through  the  world  by  day  and  at  night 
returns  to  his  re41  or  spiritual  home  in 
"Amenti,"  the  West.  The  souls  of  men 
regarded  by  the  Egyptians  as  part  of 
the  worid  soul,  "Osiris."  and  after 
death  they  were  united  to  him,  literal- 
ly speaking,  "Going  West,"  where  the 
'^Mistress  of  the  Scales,"  or  the  "God- 
dess of  Truth,"  weighed  the  souls  of 
the  dead. 

Plutarch,  In  "Isis  and  Osiris,"  gives 
a  full  account  of  the  adventures  of

Sir.— The     reference     In     Mr.     An 
drew's   letter,   which   was   printed   in 
your  issue  of  the   18th   Inst,   to   that 
axiom  of  political  economy,   "buy  in 
the  cheapest  market  and   sell  in   the 
dearest,"  brought  to  mind  an  experi- 
ence in  England   last  year.     I   made 
it  a  practice  at  that  time,  as  far  aa 
poeatble.  when  visiting  different  cities 
to  keep  an  eye  open  for  displays  in 
the  aho^   windows   of  canned  goods, 
and  wherever  I  saw  such  a  display  I 
made  it  my  business  to  have  a  close 
look  at  the  goods  t,o  see  If  I  could  find 
a  tin  of  British  Columbia  salmon.     In 
only  one  shop  window,  in  a  little  village 
close  to  Wltley  camp,  was  I  ever  able 
to  identify  a  tin  of  our  own  fish.  At 
Folkestone,  when  crossing  to  France, 
American  salmon   was   Issued   in   the 
rations.'  Repeatedly  I  have  gone  into 
a  shop  where  I  had  noticed  "Colum- 
bia River"  salmon  very  much  in  evi- 
dence and  asked  for  a  tin  of  BritMh 
Columbia  salmon.    Always  the  Colum- 
bia   River    product    was    trotted    out. 
and  when  I  insisted  that  It  was  Brit- 
ish Columbia  salmon,  with  the  accent 
on  the  British,  that  I  wanted,  the  ur- 
bane  salesman    would    say    that    Co- 
lumbia River  salmon  and  British  Co- 
lumbia salmon  were  the  same  thing, 
aad  in  some  cases  would  point  to  a 
printed  guarantee   pasted  on   the  tin 
stipulating  that  "the  salmon  had  been 
caught  In  Columbia  River  or  Puget 
0onBd."     I  kept  one  of  these  "guar- 
antees" as  a  curiosity,  and  say  that 
"the  Britiah  merchant  bought  in  the 
cheapest  market,  and  In  the  case     of 
salmon  hs  did     not  care     whether    It 
was  caught  In  Canadian  or  any  other 
waters,  provided  It  waa  equally  good." 
There  was  no  gainsaying  the  truth  of 
the  economic  Injunction  to  buy  la  tha 
cheapest  market,  but  the  thought  arooa 
that  parhaps  Cngland  waa  then     In  a 
way  fealancinc  the  account  with   the 
mllllona  of  dollars  and  the     hundreds 
of  thousands  of  Uvea  being  poured  Into 
the  war.  for  as  a  leading  London  mer- 
diant  said,  and  I  often  beard  ths  same 
remark  made  by  bankers,  shipbuilders 
and  bualness     men     generally:      "Our 
trade  buying  In  the  cheapest  marketa 
In  order  to  aell  In  the  daarest  markets 
genarally  haa  vary  largely  made  Oar- 
Kany  what  she  is  |oday.    ^ut    thank 
Oo^  you  Canadians  eaoM  war  to  balp 
us  fight    her."      As    a  cowimantary,    I

Teadiers'  Salaries 

Sir, — ^WllI  you  kindly  grant  ma 
space  in  which  to  state  that  I  have 
no  part  or  lot  in  the  attempt  now 
being  made  to  secure  a  further  in- 
crease in  teachers'  salaries.  Owing  to 
the  fact  that  Mrs.  Andrews  Is  a  mem- 
ber of  tlfke  school  board  I  have  thought 
it  best  to  withdraw  from  the  Teach- 
ers* Association  and  from  all  com- 
mittees dealing  with  the  salary  ques- 
tion. During  the  fifteen  and  a  half 
years  which  I  hav«  been  on  the 
tea^ng  staff  of  the  High  School  I 
have  never  asked  for  an  Increase  in 
salary,  and  if  I  never  get  one,  or  a 
promotion  until  I  ask  for  it.  it  will  be 
a  long,  long  time  In  coming. 

In  reestablishing  the  schedule  of 
salariW.  and  In  adding  four  yearly 
Incrementa  all  at  once,  I  think  the 
board  has  dealt  fairly  liberally  with 
the  teachers.  That  has  made  the 
budget  for  the  salaries  for  the  year 
1918  greater  thiin  that  for  1917  by 
about  $20,000.  If  the  preaent  sche- 
dule is  retained  and  the  Increases  it 
calls  for  are  granted  at  the  next  re- 
adjustment. It  win  make  the  1919 
budget  exceed  that  of  this  year  by 
possibly  815,000.  And  these  Increases 
will  go  on  from  year  to  year.  The 
present  scale  of  wages  paid  gives  lady 
teachers  of  the  High  School  a  maxi- 
mum salary  of  |1,920  a  year.  That  is 
not  a  bad  living  wage  for  single  young 
women  with  few  or  no  responsibilities 
or  encumbrances. 

At  the  risk  of  being  considered  lack- 
ing In  chivalry,  I  shall  hav^  to  differ 
with  you,  Mr.  Editor,  on  the  question 
of  equal  wages  for  men  and  women. 
It  is  true  that  the  labor  unions  of  the 
Old  Country  have  recently  declared 
in  favor  of  that  policy,  but  this  has 
been  done  for  the  purpose  of  squees- 
ing  the  women  workers  out  of  those 
industries  Into  which  they  have  en- 
tered In  competition  with  men  during 
the  war.  The  men  know  that  If  these 
are  allowed  to  continue  working  at  a 
lower  wage  than  men  they  themselves 
will  ultimately  be  crowded  out  by 
the  cheaper  labor  of  women.  They 
know  also  that  if  employers  of  labor 
have  to  pay  the  same  wages  to  wo- 
men as  to  men  they  will  employ  men 
for  social  and  economic  reaaons,  and 
that  in  that  case  it  is  the  women  who 
will  be  crowded  out.  In  declaring  fot 
an  equal  wage  for  men  and  women, 
as  he  did  recently,  Lloyd  George  was 
plasrlng  to  catch  the  votes  of  both  the 
labor  union  people  and  the  female 
of  the  race  who  has  not  yet  caui^t 
on  to  the  true  Inwardness  of  the  game 
being  played  by  the  labor  unions. 

Boards  of  conciliation,  boards  of 
arbitration,  judges  of  Industrial  dis- 
putes' courts,  and  all  such  bodies  the 
world  over  have  invariably  refused  to 
decide  in  favor  of  an  equal  wage  for 
men  and  women.  The  basis  upon 
which  all  wage  contentions  have  been 
settled  has  been  that  all  workers  are 
entitled  to  a  reasonable  living  wage. 
Now,  what  is  a  reasonable  living  wage 
for  a  young  woman  with  no  one  to 
support  but  herself,  and  the  vast  ma- 
jority of  women  teachers  are  In  that 
position,  would  not  be  a  reasonable 
living  wage  for  a  man  with  wife  and 
children  to  keep,  taxes  or  rent  to  pay, 
and  life  Insurance  to  carry  for  the 
protection  of  his  family.  One  Judge 
of  an  Industrial  disputes  court  haa 
given  a  decision  that  a  ''man's  wage 
Is  a  family  wage."  It  is  the  man  that 
provides  the  home,  and  it  is  the  homes 
that  make  the  nation.  The  home 
that  contains  four  or  five  bright  chil- 
dren is  making  a  magnificent  gift  to 
the  nation.  Employers  of  labor  know 
these  things,  school  boards  know 
them,  and  if  compelled  to  pay  equal 
wages  to  men  and  women  they  wlU 
employ  men  for  the  sake  of  Increas- 
ing the  number  of  hemes.  Such  a 
policy  would  not  therefore  be  in  tha 
Interest  of  women  as  it  would  soon 
crowd  them  out  .of  all  avenues 
of  employment  where  they  come 
Into  competition  with  men.  Be- 
sides, it  would  encourage  spinster- 
hood,  and  that  is  not  in'  the  Interest 
of  either  the  women  or  the  homes. 

Again,  I  believe  our  school  boards 
are   badly     advised     when  they  give 
higher  salaries  for  senior  grada  work. 
In  the  High  School  the  very  opposite 
should  be  the  case.     It  Is  in  the  first 
year  of  High  School  that     the     moat 
effectual   work   of  character   building 
can  be  done.     That  is  the  year  that 
makes   or    breaks   the    pupil's    whole 
educational     career.     It  is  there     he 
should    have    the    best    teaching,    the 
kindest  and  most  sympathetic  hand- 
ling.    If  he  can  survive  that  and  the 
second   year   he    becomes   a   student, 
his  ambition  is  aroused,  generally  hla 
aim  In  life  has  been  determined,  and 
he   could  almoat  teach   himself.    But 
In  his  first  year  Indifferent  teaching. 
unsympathAie  treatment  and  dlsoonr- 
aglng  words  soon  have  a  serious  ef- 
fect, and  he  loses  his  pluck  and  dropa 
out.    About  half  the  pupils  who  enter 
our  High  Schools  are  lost  to  as  dur- 
ing or  at  tha  and  of  the  first  yaar. 
And  that  la  one  of  tha  reasons  for 

I  fail  to' see.  also,  the  wisdom  of 
having  assistant  principals,  unless  as 
an  excuse  for  getting  a  little  mere 
salary  to  certain  ones.  If  the  assist- 
ant principals  were  those  who  are 
promoted  to  the  prtnlclpalahlpa  whan 
vacancies  in  the  latter  position  occur 
tha  thing  would  be  logteal  and  read- 
ily understood.

The  form  of  the  memorial  suggest- 
ed by  Lieut-Col.  Haggard  is,  to  my 
mind,  an  excellent  one.  well  worthy  of 
the  support  of  the  citizens  of  Vic- 
toria. But  suggestions  alone  are  use- 
less unless  some  definite  concluslpn 
be  arrived  at.  As  this  memorial  la  of 
the  deei>est  interest,  or  should  be,  to 
every  man,  woman  and  child  in  Vic- 
toria, cannot  the  Mayor  call  a  public 
meeting  at  whiph  the  representative 
committee  suggested  by  you  could  be 
formed,  and  by  so  doing  make  a  start 
towards  the  desired  end? 

Men  are  returning  from  the  front 
now  every  few  days,  and  the  decision 
as  to  tha  proposed  memorial  should 
be  arrived  at  without  delay.  Tha 
sooner  soma  action  Is  taken  the  bet- 
ter. 

WlU  the  authorities  in  Victoria  do 
so.  or  will  they,  by  procrastination  or 
apathy,  let  this  most  important  mat- 
ter "drift"  until  public  Interest  is  so 
n>uch  lessened  that  the  success  of  the 
memorial  will  be  greatly  endan- 
gered?

Sir. — Soma  people  have  a  miataken 
idea  concerning  the  Siberian  Expedi- 
tionary Force,  and,  being  a  member 
of  it,  I  take  thia  opportunity  of  writ- 
ing theae  few  lines  in  an  endeavor  to 
put  them  right.
